Mrs. Nichols Frightened to Death 


by Masked Men-Left$500,000 
in Strong Box—Arrest Hall Boy 


NEW YORK. Sept. 9.—Owney Talas, 


lor two and one-halt months a hall 
boy in the home 
of Mrs. 'Elizabeth 


Nichols, the ased widow 
who

masked men who robbed her of gems 
valued at $10.000. was arrested today 
after he had confessed, the police as- 
sert, to having played a. p a r t - I n the 
crime. 
He was formally charged with 


murder.

house was freed of suspicion, Deputy 
Police Commissioner Lord announced. 


Preliminary 
examination of Mrs. 


Nichols' horly revealed the probability 
that she had died of frisht and not of 
strangulation, as at first supposed. Mr. 
Lord said. An autopsy to be performed 
late today will disclose the exact cause 
of death. 
Although the burglars stripped their 


victim's fingers and ears of diamonds 
and other jewels worth SI0.000, they 
failed to ride the strong box in her 
cafe, in which she kept gems valued 
at 
S2ftO.OOfl to $500.000. 
Detectives working on the case as- 


serted soon after reaching the, house 
that they believed the robbers had 
the assistance 
from someone on the 


premises. 
Accordingly 
they 
sough 


friends of the hall hoy, found five o 
them in Harlem, and took them to a 
station house for Interrogation. ; 


The maid, the cook and the butler 


in addition to Owney Talas also wen 
closely questioned. The cook nnd thi 
butler both were out of the house a 
the time, it was said, the former.hav 
ing pone to a moving picture s 
and the latter having his regular nigh 
off.

Talas and the maid were kept up 


virtually all night by detectives who 
made them repeat again and again the 
stories lliey had told. Commissioner 
Lord said today that there were many 
minor discrepancies in their accounts. 
Significance was placed by the police, 
in a slatoment attributed to the cook, 
Leona Tiovonen, that on leaving the 
house an hour before the crime was 
committed she had met a former em- 
ploye of Mrs. Nichols, who after leav- 
ing her employ had frequently called 
at the house and borrowed money from, 
other servants there.

employe accosted 
her. 


walked a bit with her, tried to make 
an appointment and, failing, turned 
back and rejoined his companions. Mr. 
Lord said that Talas, the hall boy, had 
been seen to leave the premise's sev- 
eral times to converse with men in 
front of the house.

New York bankers are' not pleased 


at the method Great Britain Is taking 
for the restoration of the credit In this 
country. Another shipment 
of 
gold 


coin to the value of 565,000 is on Its 
way to New York where the vaults 
are full of gold and at a time when 
the gold reserve in the national hanks 
has reached a total of 
{268,000,000. 


Financiers point out that 
there is 


great danger of an over supply which 
might be productive of just as much 
injury to the institutions of the coun- 
try-as a shortage. Consequently there 
Is no enthusiasm over the great ship- 
ments of gold from England via Hali- 
fax, though the average citizen may 
look upon It as an evidence of rare 
good fortune. 


If the great bankers of this country 


had their way they would like to have 
the allies raise large loans here at a 
good rate, of interest, thus restoring 
their credit by a financial move thai 
would bring 
great returns to this 


country. England shows no disposi- 
tion to do this while she has gold in 
abundance, and very naturally In her 
International transactions she is more 
concerned with her own interests than 
with ours.

of gold. • The appeal of

French 


government to the people, to change
